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Are Debated 



"You may be assured thai the 
Canadian Government Is pursuing 
this matter, (the reported execu- 
tion of Hungarian students), in a 
vigorous way through all means 
open to it." 

Thus runs the statement of the 
officral policy of the Canadian Go- 
vernment, culminating the exchan- 
ge of letters between various del- 
egates and Andro L'Heureux, exe- 
cutive secretary of NFCUS. 

Mr. C. S. A. Ritchie, Permanent 
Representative of Canada, to the 
united Nations stated the already- 
known fact that Canada has no 
diplomatic mission in Hungary 
and is not in possession of first 
hand information. However, he as- 
sured Mr. L'Heureux that every 
effort is being made to determine 
the, accuracy of these reports 

Maxwell Cohen a member of the 
U| Canadian Delegation to the United 
Mates/ repeated that It is difficult 
for accurate information to be ob- 
tained about such a subjecl. He 
added that his delegation will bring 
the matter to general attention as 
soon os possible, perhaps when the 
General Assembly debates the re- 
port of its committee on Hungary. 
He ended his statement with the 
cheering thought: "At this time 
we cannot be sure whether that 
debate will take place and under 
what conditions, but you may be 

• certain that we are fully seized 
of the gravity and importance of 
this matter and hope to do what 
we can about it." 

NO COOPERATION 

The problem of Hungary lias 
been before the United Nations 
since the time of the uprising in 
1956. At the last session of the 
Assembly Sir Leslie Munro was 
appointed as Special Representa- 
tive of the United Nations for 
Hungary. He has now called for a 
discussion oj the present situation 
in Hungary and he has submitted 
a report which,' in addition to pre- 
senting information, emphasizes 
the. non-cooperation. of the Hunga- 
rian authorities, who have refused 
Jo allow him to visit the country. 
The Canadian Government is sup- 

• porting his call for an early "de- 
bate arid is proceeding; in the 
hope that a public airing and exa- 
mination of the current charges 
may help to establish the facts 
and to prevent injustice. Tt is con- 
sidered that the United Nations' is 
an appropriate forum for this 
purpose.

Money matters were once mora 
in the limelight at the SEC mee- 
ting last night as society after 
society presented new budgets 
and new amendments to old 
budgets. 

Restrictions placed on the acti- 
vities of the Film Society wera 
removed. The council had for- 
merly stopped all expenditures 
by this organization pending a 
report of revitalized efforts. Ho- 
wever it was advocated that tho 
society change the date of its 
forthcoming showing of "Othel. 
lo": the original date' conflicted 
with the Players' Club produc- 
tion of "The Epitaph for George 
Dillon". 

The JSociety for the Advance- 
ment *of Management presented 
a revised budget before council, 
requesting an additional sum of 
approximately $1801 SAM has had 
to Increase the overall size of 
their programme in lieu of their 
surprising turnout which, promi- 
ses to make them the largest such 
organization in North America. 

The stop on the expenditures 
of the UN club was removed. Tho 
SEC tabled discussion of the fi- 
nancial problems of the School 
of Social Work, Scope, and tho 
Historical Club. 

The ASUS budget was reshuf- 
fled. The net result was that thu 
excess expenditure of $577 was 
changed to an expected revenue 
of $2.50: 

A general student society mee- 
ting will be held Wednesday bet- 
ween I and 2 pm, where tho 
students will have an opportu- • 
nity to meet the candidates for 
the new session of the SEC. 

The SEC reiterated the stand 
they had taken concerning the 
Women's Union. That is, they 
advocated that the cash for the 
WU go through SEC. They also 
urged greater monetary support 
by the women of the overall Stu- 
dent Society activities. 

It was pointed out that several 
student clubs had longstanding 
debts to the SEC.

involve about a half dozen other Law Schools.

We wish only to let other students know how much 
can be accomplished with only a reasonable amount of 
effort.

Deplores 'X-Ray . 

. Regulation 

Sir : •' . 

McGill University is, as even 
the most fervid martlet will 
agree, a university largely lack- 
ing in spontaneous "school- 
spirit".. One of the manifesta- 
tions oil this deplorable lack, {a. 
the phicid manner in wWch ill 
regulations of thé UniVeHHy ire' 
accèpto'd no matter , how auto- 
cratic or nonsensical they may 
be. A regulation 'which I feel 
comes (lose to qualifying under 
both of these classifications is 
that pne pertaining to chest 

- X-rays.- As we arc reminded by 
the "important notice" in the 
Daily, •'In each academic year — 
students must present themsel- 
ves — for a chest X-ray exami- 
nation"- Those who fail to com- 
ply- are. subject to fines and 
eventual, suspension". 

I have no quarrel with the 
principle of routine chest .X- 
rays. The fight' against tubjer-. 
culosis'is by no means finished 
and chést X-rays "are one of the 
more effective ways of policing 
the. disease. Such ah X-ray is, 
however, only one.of the availa- 
ble tools and is one with unde- 
niable disadvantages. 

Before dismissing me as an 
anti-radiation crackpot consider 
that , as part of my day-to-day 
work I work with radioactive 
materials. To acquire these ma- 
terials I must convince the re- 
gulating authorities that my 
intended techniques comply 
with certain safety standards. 
Even if I were' to ignore all of 
the accepted safety precautions 
and make a sincere attempt at 
irradiating myself I would be 
hard pressed" to duplicate the 



dosage received in routine X-ray 
examinations. 

Tuberculosis ''patch tests" 
while messy, have some diagnos- 
tic advantages and no radiation 
hazard. May I suggest that chest 
X-rays be alternated with 
"patch-tests" in future years ? 

I also take issue with the atti- 
tude of the University authori- 
ties in the matter of medical 
examinations generally- . Such 
examinations" are certainly va- . 
luable to the student and to the 
common weal but the individual 
should be allowed some freedom 
in such matters. I resent hav- 
ing the examinations forced on 
us in a manner reminiscent of 
ramming ill-tasting medicines 
down truculent tots' throats. 
Perhaps a less adolescent sche- 
me could function satisfactorily 
at the university level.

Echoes of African 

Drum Song 

Silting on the verandah of my 
house in the African bush, con- 
tentedly smoking a pipe and 
.watching my two garden "boys"., 
weeding the garden, 1 heard a 
drum beat. Its message stirred 
me into greater mental activity. 
Some of its notes were familiar 
and ones I could agree with, 
some though familiar I could 
not agree with, and some were 
the notes of an untrained hand, 
false and unmelodic in their 
pretended deftness. I refer to 
the drum message thumped out 
by Mr. Ron Flcischman in last 
Friday's Issue. 

I start, from the most pleasing 
notes, the ones that prompt me 
to answer most. Whether they 
were coming from the student of 
African' Affairs' or not, one 
could not but lisien. with 
interest to the most accurate 
' portrayal of the Black .Man'a 
outlook, towards the White; 
the irrationality, the hatred, 
the slogan of '"Africa for the 
Africans" which is mouthed . 
by one and all who dream of a 
new Black Utopia as soon as the 
last boat-load • of "Europeans" 
leaves,, and the last plane load 
of. "Home Country" paratroop- 
ers is withdrawn. And the word 
'blackmail', whether verbal or 
not, sounds a harsh word to use 
when, describing the policies of 
some African,, leaders in. .their 
shuttling .between .East .and 
West. -Yet let it remain, and 
serve to make us more conscious - 
of a - shrewdness which is so 
strengthened by the very real 
threat of. Communist infiltration. 
So let us say 'blackmail the 
West' rather than 'court the 
West' or 'seek economic aid 
from the West. 

Was the spear-rattling that of 
a warrior with* a' knowledge of 
what the battle will involve; or 
was it based on the observations 
of the techniques of others ? 
I refer to the second part, of the 
message, the familiar and yet 
false part. Mr. -Fleischman falls 
into' the well stocked class of 
Western Critics of "European" 
policy in- Southern Africa, and 
like most, is. obliged to. come 
down from generalities and 
nudge South Africa in particu- 
lar: The Apartheid rot of Ver- 
woerd, the foolish leaders of the 
minority group in South Africa, 
these warnings to -them; clean 
your house, mend your .ways; 
strip power from professional 
bigots who have -little more than 
a bill of goods to sell to keep 
them In clover. 



I am not going to defend the 
'bill of goods' nor the logic: of 
the professional bigots. But I ask 
why, whilst acknowledging the 
shortcomings and irrationality of 
'Dlack Policy* in its quest for a 
black Africa, why are these 
factors ignored when the "While 
Policy* picture is painted 
So a critic of 'While Policy' who 
would have my respect is one 
who would nol thump out this 
familiar message of condemna- 
tion but rather more rational 
words; the answers to questions, 
how to mend their way, when 
to do so, when is the time for 
it. Is it today? Will it be some 
time in the future, or was the 
right time a hundred years ago? 
H Is these questions which si- 
lence me, which make me rea- 
lise the problem of the Govern- 
ment, their seemingly .empty 
'bill of goods' devised as if a 
last resort against a- tidal wave, 
ungrateful, irrational, and 
sweeping down upon them. ; ; 

I had not been there as' long 
as I have, I would immediately 
join the chorus chanting "inte- 
grate". I would sing the little 
verses on the examples of suc- 
cessful integration; the school 
outside Nairobi, the University 
in Salisbury, and then loudly 
sing the chorus again, "Integra- 
te ! Saamwerk ! Cooperate !" 

The song has no verses which 
ask the questions : When? How?- 

— But I have seen too much, 
and not only from my verandah, 

— my drum is silent. 

One final note to the inexpert 
hand. Do not mask the notes, 
keep them "clear, do not put 
humour into them. There is no 
humour in drum music: Mos- 
lems, malaria, Malan and the 
tsetse fly ring irreverend and 
false. 

As a farewell 1 drum back the 
opening line of the Zulu Natio- 
nal Anthem. "Inkosi sikalele i 
Ah-ika", — God save Africa — 
as if that, is more reverend.

New Stadium 
"Problem" 

by ED BIERBRIER 

McGill's Athletics Department 
will be faced with a serious pro- 
blem in the near, future, if the 
Alouettes decide to move into the 
Metropolitan Centre scheduled to 
be built-in 1961. 

The proposed stadium will have 
45,000 scats and parking for 20,- 
000 cars. This appears more at- 
tractive for the Alouettes finan- 
cially from the surface. Should 
they leave McGill, then McGill's 
Athletics Department are going 
to have to find almost $100,000 
to replace the estimated revenue 
received from the professional 
football team. 

According to estimated figures, 
the entire Athletics Department 
operates $300,000. With the ab- 
sence of Montreal from Molson 
Stadium,, the department's pre- 
carious means three alternatives. 
Athletics will have to be cut by 
a third, there must be an increa- 
se in student fees, or the univer- 
sity will finance the loss. 

The most logical suggestion ap- 
pears to be the one to raise fees. 
A twenty dollars levy per student 
would cover this one hundred 
thousand dollars. Obviously, the 
present position of the university 
is such that It cannot burden it- 
self with additional expenses in 
the light of low professorial sa- 
laries coupled with the federal 
grants problem in the air. We are 
not advocating an increase in fees 
hut merely presenting a possible 
situation which may arise.
